Applicant elects, without traverse, the claims of Group 1, i.e., claims 1, 32, 33, 
35-37, 39, and 44 drawn to an isolated nucleic acid of the KLK gene, a vector 
comprising said nucleic acid, a host cell comprising said nucleic acid, a method of 
preparing a protein by culturing the host cell transformed with said vector and a 
composition comprising said nucleic said acid. 

Applicant further elects without traverse the nucleic sequence of the KLK.-L2 
nucleic acid molecule, Le., SEQ ID NO; 13, and amino acid sequences encoded by the 
KLK-L2 nucleic acid molecule, e.g., SEQ ID NO: 14. 
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
